Long lines at Edmonton 
bottle depots could be a 
thing of the past as a new 
pilot project where custom¬ 
ers drop off bags of bottles 
and collect the cash later 
has kicked off at a north-end 
facility. 

Dennis Cherniwchan, 
owner of Beverly Bottle 
Depot, said his business is 
working on rolling out the 
new “drop-off” technology, 
which allows customers to

bring in their bags of bot¬ 
tles, print off a tag and leave. 

Once the bottles are 
counted, the cash would be 
credited to the customer’s 
personal account. 

Even though Cherniw¬ 
chan only has one customer 
accessing the new system 
right now, he suspects it will 
be a big hit for businesses or 
schools that bring in huge 
loads of bottles for counting. 

“Those are the guys, we 
want them to get on board,” 
said Cherniwchan. “That’s 


what we’re going to be push¬ 
ing next.” 

Will Corpuz, member 
services co-ordinator with 
the Alberta Bottle Depot 
Association, said Cherniw¬ 
chan is the first bottle depot 
owner in the city to install 
the new system, but he sus¬ 
pects others will soon jump 
on board. 

“The idea is for people 
who don’t want to wait in 
line at a busy depot,” said 
Corpuz. 

Comparing it to the self- 
serve checlc-in kiosks at air¬ 
ports, Corpuz said this new 
technology is the future for 
the industry. 

“It’s going to bring the 
service part of it into the 
21st century,” Corpuz said. 

A similar system is be¬ 
ing considered in Calgary, 
where the city council will 
vote on developing specific 
“quick-drop” facilities in De¬ 
cember.

Management of Edmon¬ 
ton City Centre say “it 
is clear mistakes were 
made” on Monday after a 
local elder was handed a 
six-month ban from the 
mall. 

Mall officials said in an 
emailed statement that 
they have extended an 
invitation to Gary Moostoos

“I’m not happy that 
any citizen of our city 
may have experienced 
discrimination for who 
they associate with and 
what they may look like.”

Smart fares idea 
brought forward 


Spend now, save 
later. Admin to bring 
smart bus funding 
during budget 


Edmonton transit riders might 
have to wait until 2019 to be 
able to board transit without 
a paper ticket, city committee 
heard Wednesday. 

But city administration said 
the rollout of smart fares could 


be quicker if they also fund the 
smart bus technology, which 
allows riders to track when 
their bus will arrive. 

“It would allow us to do the 
technology on the buses ahead 
of time,” said Loma Stewart 
with transportation. 

Pairing the two transit 
initiatives together in this 
budget would also save the city 
$5 million in the future, ac¬ 
cording to administration, but 
council would have to spend 
$11 million to add the smart 


bus technology to the smart 
fare budget. If the city waits, 
it could cost $16 million to do 
the smart bus rollout later on. 

The smart fare plan, which 
is being pursued jointly by Ed¬ 
monton, St. Albert and Strath- 
cona County, would set up a 
regional system that would 
allow users to pay for transit 
across all three systems with 
swipe cards. 

The three municipalities 
are working together on the 
$30 to $35-million project 


and were hoping two-thirds 
of the funds could come from 
the province’s Green Trip Pro¬ 
gram. The total cost for a smart 
bus/smart fare regional project 
would cost Edmonton $55.5 
million. 

Strathcona County and St. 
Albert have already agreed to 
funding both smart bus and 
smart fare technology. 

The issue will be up for de¬ 
bate again during upcoming 
budget talks.

New Windermere school will 
open under capacity: ECS 


Education. Catholic 
board seeking to 
assuage fears over 
enrolment growth 


Edmonton’s Catholic school 
authority has dismissed con¬ 
cern that a new school slated 
for the city’s southwest com¬ 
munity of Windermere may 
open over capacity in 2016. 

Construction for the 
K-9 school, which was an¬ 
nounced by the government 
earlier this year, is set to kick 
off April 2015, with the build¬ 
ing set to open in September 
2016 with a capacity of 750 
students. 

“We believe the school 
will be just under capacity 
when it opens if student en¬ 
rolment growth continues 
at the same pace as it has 
for the last five years in that 
community,” said ECS Assist¬ 
ant Supt. Boris Radyo. 

The district had projected 
the school would open with

are being announced, 
we have to recognize 
it takes many years to 
build a school.” 

ECS trustee Marilyn Bergstra 

an enrolment of approxi¬ 
mately 540 students, but 
Radyo said that number is 
outdated and a more accurate 
figure will be collected in Feb- 
ruaiy as the district prepares 
its new capital plan. 

Windermere parent An¬ 
gela Meier said there are a 
lot of misconceptions and 
rumours in the community 
about whether the school will 
open on time and if it will be 
over capacity. 

“It’s always possible with 
any construction it could 
be delayed,” she said. “It’s 
a little bit stressful that if it 
is delayed, parents will have 
to choose another option.... 


Parents are already choosing 
other options to educate their 
kids.” 

According to Edmonton 
census data, there are about 
1,000 Catholic school resi¬ 
dents living in the Winder- 
mere area, with 728 in Am- 
bleside alone. 

While those numbers in¬ 
clude youth up to 19 years, 
ECS trustee Marilyn Bergstra 
said the neighbourhood, like 
many in southeast and south¬ 
west Edmonton, continues to 
grow every year. 

“Our suburbs are not get¬ 
ting smaller,” she said. 

While Bergstra said the 
district has assured her the 
school will not open at cap¬ 
acity, she said it’s plausible 
that the school will be full 
within a few years. 

“It’s quite likely we’ll be 
in a situation we’re currently 
in at Monsignor Fee Otterson 
and Monsignor Bill Irwin, in 
the sense that not too many 
years after opening it’ll be 
well beyond capacity,” she

buses and manage incidents 
better with the live look-in, 
and it ensures better com¬ 
munication for operators. 

City officials plan on in¬ 
corporating the real-time 
technology in their iPhone 
and Android smartphone 
app, which is currently being 
tested.

Ghomeshi choked, 
slapped me: TV actor 


‘It was shocking.' 
Eight women now 
accusing ex-CBC host 
of abusive behaviour 


Eight women from across 
Canada now accuse former 
CBC host Jian Ghomeshi of 
abusive behaviour ranging 
from allegations of beating 
and choking without consent, 
to workplace sexual harass¬ 
ment. 

The allegations the Star is 
probing range from 2002 to 
the present. 

One of the women, popu¬ 
lar Canadian television actor 
Lucy DeCoutere, has agreed 
to be identified. DeCoutere, 
who plays Lucy on Trailer Park 
Boys, recalls an incident in 
2003 when she alleges Ghome¬ 
shi, without warning or con¬ 


sent, choked her to the point 
she could not breathe and then 
slapped her hard three times 
on the side of her head. 

“He did not ask if I was 
into it. It was never a ques¬ 
tion. It was shocking to me. 
The men I have spent time 
with are loving people,” said 
DeCoutere, who, when she is 
not acting on the television 
show, is a captain in the Roy¬ 
al Canadian Air Force in New 
Brunswick. 

Ghomeshi, 47, was fired 
Sunday from his job as host 
of Q, a flagship radio show 
of the publicly funded broad¬ 
caster. Ghomeshi has alleged 
in a lawsuit filed the next day 
that CBC made a “moral judg¬ 
ment” that his practice of a 
bondage-sadism sex life was 
wrong. 

He is suing the CBC for 
$55 million for defamation 
and breach of trust and the 


corporation has said it will 
“vigorously” defend itself 
against Ghomeshi’s lawsuit. 

The Star has presented 
Ghomeshi, his lawyers and 
his public relations staff with 
the allegations in this stoiy 
and they have yet to respond. 

He met some of the 
women during his 2012 tour 
to promote 1982, his best¬ 
selling memoir about a year 
in high school in Thornhill. 
Others he met at film festi¬ 
vals, at music or CBC events, 
or at the CBC workplace. 

Two of the women who al¬ 
lege they were physically as¬ 
saulted also say that before the 
alleged assaults in his home he 
introduced them to Big Ears 
Teddy, a stuffed bear, and he 
turned the bear around just 
before he slapped or choked 
them, saying that “Big Ears 
Teddy shouldn’t see this.”

House of Commons divided. Shooter a 
criminal, not a ‘terrorist,’ Mulcair says 


The shooter in last week’s 
deadly attack in Ottawa was 
a criminal, but not a terrorist 
— according to NDP Leader 
Tom Mulcair. 

“I don’t think we have 
enough evidence to use that 
word,” Mulcair said at the 
end of an emotional party 
caucus meeting Wednesday, 
one week after Michael Ze- 
haf Bibeau opened fire on a 
soldier and then on security 
guards. 

“When you look at the 


history of the individual in¬ 
volved, you see a criminal act, 
of course,” he added. 

“But ... I think that we’re 
not in the presence of a ter¬ 
rorist act in the sense that we 
would understand it.” 

Mulcair’s comments were 
met with immediate condem¬ 
nation from Conservatives and 
the leader of the Liberal party. 

“The RCMP was clear, 
these were acts of terrorism, 
(so) these were acts of terror¬ 
ism,” said Justin Trudeau. 


“It’s ridiculous,” added 
Conservative MP Peter Kent. 
“It was clearly an act of ter¬ 
ror (based on) his background 
and motivation.” 

The remark re-emphasized 
a stark divide in the House of 
Commons about how to react 
to the deaths of two Canadian 
soldiers last week. 

Mulcair said it’s obvious 
that Zehaf Bibeau had mental 
issues, and should be defined 
merely as a criminal.

Indiana murders 


Ex-marine faces 
45 to 65 years 

A judge recorded not guilty 
pleas Wednesday for a for¬ 
mer marine who is charged 
with murder in the deaths 
of two Indiana women. 

Darren Vann, 43, is 
charged with murder in 
the deaths of Afrikka Hardy 
and Anith Jones. He is 
additionally charged with 
two counts of murder in the 
perpetration of a robbeiy 
and two counts of robbeiy 
resulting in serious bodily 
injuiy. Vann faces 45 to 
65 years in prison, or pos¬ 
sibly the death penalty. 

Vann’s next hearing in 
both cases is set for Jan. 9.

The mudslide struck at 
about 7:30 a.m. and wiped out 
120 workers’ homes at the 
Koslanda tea plantation, said 
Lai Sarath Kumara, an official 
from the Disaster Manage¬ 
ment Center. The plantation 
is in the town of Koslanda 
in Badulla district, 220 kilo¬ 
metres east of Colombo. 

He said at least 10 people 
were killed and more than 
250 reported missing. 

Later, Disaster Manage¬ 
ment Minister Mahinda 
Amaraweera was quoted by 
media as saying that more 
than 100 people, only to tell 
the Associated Press mo¬ 


ments later that less than 100 
were missing but could not 
be counted as dead. By late 
Wednesday they declared six 
dead with 150 missing, prom¬ 
ising greater clarity to media 
by Thursday morning. 

About 500 militaiy per¬ 
sonnel and civilians searched 
for survivors with the help 
of heavy earthmoving equip¬ 
ment. The search was later 
called off for the night be¬ 
cause of rain and muddy con¬ 
ditions, military spokesman 
Brigadier Jayanath Jayaw- 
erera said. 

The monsoon season 
in the Indian Ocean island 
nation runs from October 
through December.

“We do a full-on New York 
(style) production. The run¬ 
way is hundreds of feet long. 
There is nothing like it here. 
My strength is to fight for what 
makes the show looks good 
— to bring all the elements 
together. 

“This year, I am excited it’s 
not a themed event, which I 
have been against from the be¬ 
ginning, because you are trying 
to fit a square peg into a round 
hole. When you do a show, you 
don’t need a theme; you just 
need to make it look good so 
the collections are honest to 
their own theme.” 

Streit makes no apologies 
for picking certain models. 

“People say they want to see 
‘normal women’ modelling. 
They don’t. A true fashion cus¬ 
tomer whether size 16 or six 
wants to see models on the run¬ 
way that present the clothes in 
a certain way.

To get them out to this event in 
order to raise funds and aware¬ 
ness for a cause close to my 
heart.”

Science backs 
belief that pop 
stars die young 

A new Australian study has 
added scholarly credibility to 
the adage that pop stars live 
fast and die young, finding 
U.S. musicians die up to 25 
years earlier than the general 
population. 

“This is clear evidence 
that all is not well in pop 


music land,” said the 
University of Sydney’s 
Dianna Kenny, who ana¬ 
lyzed the deaths of 12,665 
mostly male U.S. musicians 
between 1950 and 2014. 

The psychology and music 
professor found that pop 
stars’ accidental death rates 
were between five and 
10 times greater than the 
general U.S. population, 
while suicide rates were be¬ 
tween two and seven times 
higher, afp

Netflix gets 
adventurous with Marco Polo 


Netflix has begun promoting 
its latest original series, an 
action and adventure drama 
slated to premiere worldwide 
on Friday, Dec. 12. A new 
video reveals the first scenes 
from Marco Polo’s adventures 
in the court of the Mongol 
emperor Kublai Khan. 

After House of Cards, Or¬ 
ange Is the New Black and 
Hemlock Grove, Netflix has 
shifted its focus to action, 
adventure and history with 
Marco Polo.

Music. Tidal will offer 
audiophiles hi-def sound 


Tidal is a new premium music 
streaming service with an 
equally premium subscription 
fee, but one that promises “loss¬ 
less” quality playback. 

The service, which goes live 
this week in the U.S. and the 
U.K., will cost users $19.99 US 
a month. That’s pretty much 
double what most streaming 
services, from Spotify to Rdio, 
charge. 

However Tidal believes that 
the promise of 16-bit files at 
1411 kbps will be enough to 
snag serious audiophiles who 
currently turn their noses up 
at and ears off to digital music 
because of its tiny compressed 
sound. 

And to highlight this focus 
on music quality, Tidal has 
signed deals with a number of 
the world’s top hi-fi makers, 
including Denon and Harman. 

As well as a 25-million-track 
catalogue, those who sign up 
to the service will also be able 
to access music videos (75,000

and counting) and editorial 
content. Tidal has an editor¬ 
ial department charged with 
creating features on musical 
genres, doing interviews with 
emerging artists and generally 
finding other ways to engage 
with users. 

Tidal isn’t the only com¬ 
pany offering higher definition 
music streaming. Deezer has 
also launched a premium ser¬ 
vice — Elite — in partnership 
with Sonos in the US and with 
Bose in parts of Europe. 

However, unlike its competi¬ 
tors, Tidal won’t be offering a 
cheaper, low-quality streaming 
service, nor will it be offering 
an ad-supported free tier, afp

When the family of One Dir¬ 
ection fan fiction writer Anna 
Todd found out the 25-year- 
old Texan had authored a 
steamy online book series 
captivating millions of read¬ 
ers, they were shocked. 

“I didn’t tell my husband 
until I was halfway through 
the second book. He thought I 
had a phone addiction,” Todd 
says, giggling. “I was always 
on my phone, but he didn’t 
know what I was doing.” 

The surprise for Todd’s 
army husband came in 2013, 
months after she used online 
writing platform Wattpad 
to incrementally release her 
first book, After, a stoiy about 
a college girl who falls in love 
with a character modelled 
after One Direction’s Hariy 
Styles. 

Since then, Todd has been 
catapulted to stardom. She’s 
written two more Wattpad 
stories, scored a major book 
deal with Simon and Schus¬ 
ter, sold the film rights to 
After to Paramount Pictures, 
and launched a jewelry line. 

The success, she says, has 
made it hard for her to even 
go shopping without being 
recognized. 

She recalls once strolling 
the aisles of a local Target 
clad in sweatpants, when a 
fan kept staring at her, but 
never approached her. 

Moments later, her phone 
was pinging with tweets from 
the admirer alerting others 
that Todd had been spotted. 

“People were asking her 
what I was wearing and what 
I bought. I bought toothpaste 
and then people were asking 
what kind,” Todd says. “That 
was my first time being rec¬ 
ognized and that was pretty 
intense.” 

It’s a strange experience 
for someone who never im-

and it seems that the negative 
voices can be the loudest, but 
I chose to focus on the posi¬ 
tive comments from readers,” 


she says. “They make this 
whole process worthwhile 
and so much fun.” 

She says the instant sup¬ 
port demonstrates the power 
of the online community and 
the Toronto-based Wattpad 
platform she uses, which al¬ 
lows users to read and write 
their own stories through an 
online portal or mobile app. 

The company says nine 
billion minutes are spent on 
their platform every month 
by users reading 75 million 
free stories ranging in length 
and genre. 

According to Wattpad gen¬ 
eral manager Candice Falctor,

“It has been 
amazing to watch a woman 
who started off as a reader 
and then put herself out 
there, wrote a very authentic 
and compelling stoiy and saw 
this amazing success.” 

Although Todd is not sure 
what’s next, she vows to keep 
writing on Wattpad and will 
be crossing her fingers for 
more book and movie deals..

A quick scan of the crowd gath¬ 
ered for Alexander Wang’s 
H&M debut revealed the fash¬ 
ion set’s new unofficial uni¬ 
form: sleek black eveiything 
and sneakers.

White Asparagus with 
Blood Orange Sauce. 

A Halloween-worthy 
dinner accompaniment 


“If you can’t find blood oranges 
you can use a regular orange, 
but the flavour won’t be quite 
the same,” writes Jennifer Mc¬ 
Lagan in her book Bitter. 

“This sauce is an orange 
butter sauce made exactly the 
same way you would make 
a white butter sauce (beurre 
blanc), but using orange juice 
instead of wine. The cream is 
added to make the sauce more 
stable. 

“Two important things to 
remember when making this 
sauce: use a heavy pan that 
transfers the heat slowly and 
evenly, and watch carefully as 
you whisk in the butter. If your 
sauce overheats, you can let it 
cool down slightly, add a splash 
of water, and whisk it back 
together.” 

1. Cook the asparagus (place in 
a pan of boiling water so they 
are in a single layer. Lower the 
heat and simmer for 15-25 min-

utes. You want them cooked, 
not crunchy). 

2. While the asparagus is cook¬ 
ing, finely grate the zest from 
the orange and then squeeze 
the juice. Place both the zest 
and the juice in a small sauce¬ 
pan and bring to a boil over 
medium high heat. Reduce the 
heat and boil gently until the 
mixture is reduced to about 2 
tablespoons. Stir in the cream 
and season with salt and pep¬ 
per. 

3. Drain the cooked asparagus 
and keep warm in a low oven. 

4. Cut the butter into 6 pieces. 
Place the pan with the juice and 
cream mixture over very low 


heat and slowly whisk in the 
butter, thoroughly incorporat¬ 
ing each piece before adding an¬ 
other. While you’re whisking, 
keep the sauce warm, but not 


hot, so that the mixture emulsi¬ 
fies and the butter doesn’t melt 
into the sauce. When all the 
butter is incorporated, taste, 
adjust the seasoning, and serve 


over the cooked asparagus.
